Lt. N. W. Cooke 
Addressed Lions 
on 'Home Service' 

Lt. Maurice Cooke spoke on the 
subject of “Home Service”, open¬ 
ing his talk with an outline of the 
set up and administration of the 
Canadian army which was divid¬ 
ed into The Active Amy and the 
Reserve Army. At the present 
time Reserve consisted chiefly 
of men not subject to call into the 
Active Army. Men enlisting in 
the Reserve sign up for the dur¬ 
ation and one year thereafter, for 
the defence of Canada. The train¬ 
ing is "very similar to that given 
the active service force, divided 
into basic and advanced work, 
with the following subjects: Squad 
Drill, Arms Drill, Use and care 
of weapons, anti-aircraft instruc¬ 
tion, light machine guns, anti¬ 
tank rifles, sub-machine guns, re¬ 
volvers and 2 and 3 inch mortars. 
Instruction was also given in 
anti-gas, some field engineering 
and surveying, camouflage, hy¬ 
giene and sanitation, First Aid, 
Map reading, and elementary 
mathematics and the use of the 
slide rule. 

The part time soldiers were 
also instructed in driving and 
maintenance of vehicles and other 
specialist training. Attendance at 
parades is compulsory with pen¬ 
alties for absentees. The pay is 
the same as in the active army. 

Efforts to keep a unit of the 
reserve army in the Pass had 
been unsuccessful, many of the 
original members had joined the 
active service and at the pres¬ 
ent time the closest unit is at 
Pincher Creek. 

The speaker expressed the hope 
that at a later date a good strong 
branch of the Reserve would be 
organized here, supported by 
many of the citizens who had 
interest of Canadian defense at 
heart. Mr. Cooke felt that there 
was a very good opportunity for 
such a unit in this locality. 

A. L. Hartley, assistant super¬ 
intendent of the C.P.R., Leth¬ 
bridge division, was a guest and 
promised to return and address 
the Lions club.

The capital invested in it exceeds that of any other 
peacetime undertaking, and it is second only to gold as a producer of 
foreign exchange. Another fact which contributes to its importance is that 
it stimulates many other industries. Power developments, transportation 
systems, heavy machinery and chemicals are among the many facilities 
upon which the production of pulp and paper depends. It is estimated that 
the industry spends $60,000,000 a year on transportation alone. Agriculture 
also benefits from it, for it provides part time employment for many farmers 
and it also creates a market for large quantities of farm products to feed 


It has been said that one of the necessities of a 
Many essential democracy is the free dissemination of news and 
Useg Outlined ideas ’ and for this, paper is indispensable. In a 
recent address, Mr. Paul Kellogg, acting president 
of the Newsprint Association of Canada, discussed the many essential uses 
to which paper is put, and said that it could truthfully be called "the 
currency of civilization." At present the products of the Canadian pulp 
and paper industry are being used extensively for war purposes, for they 
go into the manufacture of small arms ammunition, shells, sea and land 
mines, and many other materials of war. Paper is also used^r containers 
for many of the supplies sent to the armed forces. This, and the effect 
of the manpower shortage on the supply of pulp and paper, accounts for 
the present shortage here. Mr. Kellogg suggests, however, that in view 
of the important part which it plays in our national economy, much can 
be expected from the pulp and paper industry in the post-war period. 


Price Control 
And Rationing 
Information 

Q — Is it right for a store to refuse 
to deliver an order for food unless 
I give an order of $2 or more ? 

A.—No dealer is compelled to make 
deliveries. As a matter of economy 
the Board has ruled that except in a 
number of specified cases retailers 
are forbidden to make deliveries of 
orders of less than $1. In order to 
conserve manpower, gasoline and rub¬ 
ber, the Board has asked the consum¬ 
ing public to carry as many articles 
as possible, and also asked the mer¬ 
chants to co-operate by cutting down 
their deliveries. In wartime every¬ 
one must do their part to assist'in | 
conserving materials and labour.

Q.—I was told at my grocery store 
that I could not have a certain article j 
unless I gave a large order. Is this 
right? 

A.—Definitely not! The Prices 
Board has ordered discontinuance of 
the' practice by merchants of refus¬ 
ing to sell goods in short supply to j 
customers unless they also buy other j 
goods. Sale of goods must not be j 
made contingent upon the purchase 
of other goods. Thank you for giv¬ 
ing us the name of your dealer. The 
matter is being investigated. 

Q.—Is there any law governing 
the size of butter pats as served in 
restaurants? They seem to vary in 
size at different places and in some 
| places you can get two or three pats 
I in one sitting. 

j A.—According to the regulations 
| of the Board, restaurants must serve 
ione butter pat, weighing one-third 
I of an ounce, with each meal. Please 
| forward specific information regard- 
! ing the size and number of butter 
I pats you received and the cases will 
j be investigated.

Game Birds 

Decline In Prairie Chickens And 
Partridges In Western Provinces 
A serious decline in the prairie 
chicken and Hungarian partridge 
population in Manitoba, Saskatche¬ 
wan and Alberta, was reported by 
Ducks Unlimited. 

The report based on a survey 
conducted by 667 observers in the 
prairie provinces, attributes the de¬ 
cline to excessive mortality among 
the young broods, due to cold, wet 
weather last summer. 

In Saskatchewan 52 observers re¬ 
ported an increase, 140 a decrease 
and eight no change. An increase 
was reported by 50 observers in Al¬ 
berta, 119 reported a decrease and 
68 no change. Only five of the 146 
observers in Manitoba reported an

Queer Ideas On Oatmeal Value 

The great Samuel Johnson evidently had a poor opinion of oatmeal 
porridge. “Oats”, he said, “we feed to horses in England but in Scotland 
they support the people.” And Boswell retorted “Yes, but where can you 
find such horses asi in England, or such men as in Scotland.” 

Though connoisseurs of food, Johnson and Boswell were ignorant about 
nutrition and Johpson frequently suffered from illness caused by faulty 
diets. Nevertheless Boswell was close to the mark when he attributed 
the sturdiness of the Scots to their liberal use of oats. 

The crofters of Scotland in those days did, indeed, subsist largely on 
oats. Oatmeal porridge made their morning and evening meal and oat¬ 
cakes were their only form of bread. The oats provided them with energy, 
with important minerals and with generous amounts of the important vita¬ 
min thiamin or Bl, in which our modern diets are all too often deficient. 

“We would be a better nourished nation if everyone parted the day 
with a bowl of oatmeal or other whole grain cereal,) ’says Dr. L. B. Pett, 
director of Nutrition Services at Ottawa. 

“Too many Canadians skimp on breakfast and when this important 
meal does not carry its share of the health protective foods, it is difficult 
to get all that is required in the other two meals.”

LONDON.—Allied plans for in¬ 
vasion of western Europe appear to 
be moving ahead at an even pace 
and there is no suggestion here at j 
this stage that the second front J 
attack may not take place.

Blue Book Of 
War Damage Is 
Kept By RAF 


LONDON.- If you saw the R.A.F.'s, 
“Blue Book of Damage" lying on an 
;office -desk you would think some 
hungry-'aceountant had just closed 
it and slipped out for a bite. It's 
not an impressive volume — plain, 
about three feet long, two feet wide 
and six inches thick (so far), but it 
is the most remarkable, most dra- j 
matic air book in history. 

The big book has no title but 1 
junior officers around bomber com¬ 
mand headquarters where it lies on 
a long, green baize-covered table 
flippantly call it the “cookie bookie". 
It is the favoi'ite book of the bomber 
chief, Air Marshal Sir Arthur Harris. 

Between its blue, leather-bound 
covers is a diagrammatical record 
of the progress of the R.A.F.'s offen¬ 
sive against Germany. It shows in 1 
amazing detail the results of every 
bombing attack. German attempts 
at reconstruction are also noted (for; 
some months now bombing has far 
outpaced rebuilding). 

On the outside edge of each page 
is a tab marked with a name like 
Berlin, Cologne, Essen, Hanover or 
Brunswick. Coventry is there, too, ' 
right at the start of the book. It 1 
is the yardstick for comparison. Be- i 
cause Coventry was the best German \ 
attempt at saturation bombing.

MOSCOW. -Nazi officers, scrambl-1 
ing to board transport planes and flee 
the bloody Dnieper bend trap, shout-1 
ed back to their doomed men to 
“keep on!

WILL NOT BE MADE THIS YEAR 


Completing Entries For Canadian Army Art Exhibition 


OTTAWA. — Agriculture Minister 
Gardiner said in the commons that' 
despite heavy proposed shipments of 
wheat to the United States there is j 
no danger of a shortage in Canada 
even if this year’s crop is poor. j 

The house began a review of agri¬ 
cultural department estimates total¬ 
ling $17,623,062 ' after approving ! 
non-war defence department esti¬ 
mates amounting to $56,010. 

Mr. Gardiner announced that wheat 
acreage reduction payments will not 
be continued this year. The program, 
designed to reduce wheat production 
when surpluses were at record levels, 
required an appropriation of $32,081,- 
000 in 1943-44. The 1944-4! 
propriation of $4,265,000 was expect¬ 
ed to be sufficient to settle remain¬ 
ing claims and cover administration 
costs. 

Lt.-Col. Arthur Ross (P.C., Souris) 
said a Dominion-provincial confer- 
' ence in December had decided Can¬ 
ada should not increase wheat pro- 
| duction in 1944, but the United States 
I had decided on an increase. A year 
| afo wheat storage had been 
than 463,000,000 bushels but today it 
j was only 348,000,000. Announce- 
| ment had been made of United States 
plans to buy 175,000,000 bushels. 

J Mr. Gardiner replied that wheat, 

! oats and barley acreages would be 
J about the same as in 1943 and they 
| were the main crops used for feed. 


Canada was a party to an agree¬ 
ment of wheat-exporting nations 
which covered acreage reductions, 
but conditions since had perhaps 
made it necessary to depart from 
strict interpretation of the terms. 
The United States had asked farmers 
to increase wheat and feed grains by 
some 14,000,000 acres for feed pur¬ 
poses. He said he assumed the 
agreement was being followed in re¬ 
spect to wheat production for human 
food. 

Mr. Gardiner said he did not think 
there would be objection to wheat 
substituted for barley in Canada as 
a feed crop in-dry districts where 
j wheat would grow best. The Cana¬ 
dian contribution of 25,000,000 bush¬ 
els to the United Nations relief and 
rehabilitation administration would 
have little effect on Canadian stocks. 

We thought it wise that our 
farmers should not seed more acre¬ 
age this year for the production of 
wheat to be marketed for human con¬ 
sumption than they had seeded in 
11943," the minister continued. 

"The question of feed is a differ¬ 
ent matter. We are asking our peo¬ 
ple to.seed approximately the same 
acreage in barley, or just a little 
more. We believe that with the carry¬ 
over we have in the country at pres¬ 
ent our position will be well taken 
care of if our people follow these 
directions for 1944.”

Incorporation of Cost of Living 
Bonus into Wage Rates 


C/HE ATTENTION of all employers in Canada, subject to 
/ the Wartime Wages Control Order 1943 (P.C. 9384), is 
/ directed to the provisions of the Order requiring them to 
establish for each of their occupational classifications, not 
above the rank of foreman, a single wage rate or range of wage 
rates as prescribed by the rules set out in Schedule "A” of the 
Order by adding to the previous authorized single wage rate or 
previous authorized range of wage rates the amount of previous 
authorized cost of living bonus, and that such established single 
wage rate or range of wage rates shall be effective for the first 
payroll period beginning on or after February IS, 1944. 

Employers who may not be paying previous authorized cost of 
living bonus as required by General Orders of the National War 
Labour Board, issued under dates of August 4, 1942, and Novem¬ 
ber 3, 1943, pursuant to the provisions of the Wartime Wages 
Control Order, P.C. 5963, are required to include such amounts 
of cost of living bonus in the establishment of wage rates of their 
employees under P.C. 9384 effective for the first payroll period 
beginning on or after February 15, 1944, as stated.
